Faces Deportation 
Following Trial. 


DETROIT. 
March 28—(XP)—His 


trip from Toronto delayed while a 
United States immigration board 
declared him a "person likely to 
become a public charge." and there- 
fore subject to deportation, Martin 
J. Insull this afternoon resumed 
his journey to Chicago to face 
charges growing out of the collapse 
of the vast Insull utilities "em- 
pire." He was in charge of two 
Chicago officers. 


Walter R Brooks, chief immigra- 
tion inspector here, explained that 
Insull. who had declared himself a 
British subject, was paroled to the 
Chicago police under an excluding 
order. The order requires that the 
former utilities magnate, brother of 
Samuel Insull. be turned over to 
immigration authorities for deport- 
ation to Canada as soon as dis- 
position is made of charges against 
him in Chicago. 


Insull was amused at his anomal- 
position as a fugitive who 
lought for 17 months against re- 
turning to this country and then 
Icund himself barred from entry, 
even if only temporarily.

PROVISIONS OF 
INTANGIBLE TAX 
LAW ARE UNFAIR 


Burden On Various 


Classes of Property 
Unevenly Divided. 


Anticipated Income Must 
Pay More Than Money 


On Hand. 


Devastating effects of the latest 


political "tax reform" measure to be 
slipped over upon the, people of 
Nebraska, passed in 1933 as house 
roll No. 9, an act amending the 
former intangible tax law, will b^ 
forcibly brought home to thousancS 
of citizens when they make their 
returns to the assessor after April 1. 


To begin with, every person who 


carries a bank deposit account, or 
who has money in his possession, 
will discover that the new law 
soaks him twice as much as did the 
old one in the amount of the as- 
sessment. He must pay 5 mills on 
each dollar, compared with 2% 
mills formerly. 


But bank depositors get off easy 


compared with the man or woman 
who has money coming to him for 
goods or services, but not yet in 
hand; or who has succeeded in ob- 
taining a court judgment after the 
expensive process of litigation; or 
who owns building and loan shares 
or stock in a business-corporation; 
or any one of various other kinds 
of credits specified in the act. 
Big Tax Boost. 


Under the statute as it existed 
some years ago, all such items were 
taxable at 5 mills on the dollar. 
The 1929 legislature raised this 
rate to 8 mills. But when the law- 
makers of 1933 came along they 
went the limit, by changing the 
classification of all these forms of 
property 
from 
"intangible" 
to 


"tangible," 
and thereby 
making 
them subject to the regular tax

Create Litigation Division. 


The biggest change ordered was 


the creation of a litigation division 
to handle all court cases in the 
name of the department of justice. 


This was aimed at more speedy 


disposition of cases, not possible at 
the justice department because pf 
a limited staff. The new division 
will be under the legal department 
headed by Donald R. Richberg, 
one-time railroad labor spokesman, 
who is Johnson's general counsel. 


All the other alterations likewise 


were drafted for greater speed, to 
cut off the protests from industrial 
groups which cannot get policies 
settled and complaints quickly at- 
tended to. 
The 
reorganization- made 
all 


deputy administrators responsible 
for quick disposal of all non-en- 
forcement complaints on codes un- 
der their jurisdiction. 


Given "Action" Doty. 


It will be up to them, each 


equipped with a legal, economic, 
labor, industrial and consumer ad- 
viser, to get action out of the com- 
pliance and 
litigation divisions. 


Until now their main job has been 
to get codes through the mill. 


Harriman will take charge of the 
prompt formation and 
efficient 


operation of code authorities, ad- 
vising the industrialists as to what 
is expected of them. He will over- 
haul the compliance machinery of 
NRA, 
except for the field staff, 


newly reorganized under the na- 
tional emergency council. Three as- 
sistants, yet to be named, will share 
his work. 
Although Harriman 
has been 


given perhaps the most important 
assignments on the staff, he will 
rank officially the same as Robert 
W. Lea, industrial assistant; Ed- 
ward F. McGrady, labor; Alvin 
Brown, executive officer, and others.

HARM CRITICIZED 
BY HEALTH BODY 


Lack of Co-Operation Is 


Scored By Members 


Of Board. 


County Commissioners 


Blamed For Budget 


Difficulties. 


A. C. Harm, city commissioner in 


charge of public health, was openly 
criticised Tuesday by members of 
the public health 
advisory board, 


for failure to co-operate with the 
board or Dr. M. P. Arnholt, health 
superintendent, in working out dif- 
ficulties confronting the depart- 
ment. The board also criticised the 
county commissioners for "dumping 
onto the city a burden which is a 
county responsibility 
under 
the 


law." 
The statements were made 
at a conference with city officials 
in the office of Mayor Fenton B. 
Fleming. 
The board also resented Commis- 
sioner Harm's demand that Dr. 
Arnholt "put in writing" a pledge 
that he would devise means where- 
by the health 
budget would not 
show a deficit at the close of the 
fiscal year, August 31. 
Blames Coonty Board. 


"Because the relief load is heavy 
through the county refusing to 
shoulder its responsibility, is no 
reason the employes of the health 
department'should assume the lia- 
bility," Chairman George L. Towne, 
declared. 
"This is a big enough 


job for all of us to work at. It is 
not the responsibility of Dr. Arn- 
holt, but of you members of the 
council and the advisory board, and 
Dr. Arnholt should not be expected 
to state in writing that he will close 
the year without a deficit. There 
are altogether 
too many factors 
that may come up to upset his en- 
tire scheme of operations, and over 
which he would have absolutely no 
control." 
Dr. J. J. Hompes scored Harm for 
the latter's lack of co-operation in 
working out department problems. 
"You 
have made no effort to co- 
operate with the board," he said. 
"As a result we have been forced to 
leave our work afternoons and at- 
tend meetings to settle contro- 
versies which you should have set- 
tled. You should meet with the 
board, and inform yourself of what 
is- going on, and try to work things 
out." Personalities Called Issue. 
Dr. Hompes charged that the 
principal difficulty in the health 
department "is a matter of person- 
alities between Mr. Harm and Dr. 
Arnholt" 
Chairman Towne offered "any aid 
possible, if Mr. Harm will only keep 
to closer touch with the board." Re- 
ferring to the county commissioners, 
Mr. Towne said "We will iron out 
our difficulties witn them some how, 
but we will need the hel-» of every 
city official." He expressed a beliet 
that the county officials do not fully 
realize that responsibility for relief 
is theirs and that they must shoul- 
der it. "If the county will do its 
part," he added, "our f inancial 
problem will be solved." 
nr. Arnholt complained that 'Mr. 
Harm seldom visits the health de- 
partment, "despite repeated invita- 
tions." Harm replied "I seldom go 
over there because I do not feel 
welcome. I feel as though I am 
not wanted." 
Resent Arbitrary Cat. 
Members of tne advisory 
board 
resented Harm arbitrarily ordering 
an 18% per cent reduction In pay 
of health employes in an effort to 
balance the budget. "Did he. in 
proposing tnis arbitrary cut, think 
of suggesting to other councilmen 
that in all fairness all departmental 
workers should be placed on the 
same footing?" It was asked.

The committee has been active 
in finding part time jobs for boys, 
under the code age requirements of 
16 years, who have been placed on 
probation by juvenile court. It was 
stated that by keeping such boys 
employed after school they were 
being kept out of mischief and con- 
structively 
helped 
in 
orienting 
themselves. 


15 Tear Old Boy Dismissed. 
Recently a boy so employed was 
dismissed by the employer because 
he was only 15 years old, Hender- 
son said. The employer felt that 
since he had no ruling otherwise, 
he could not, under the code em- 
ploy the lad. The board saw no 
reason why a liberal interpretation 
of code labor provisions under such 
circumstances would not be permis- 
sible. However, the committee see- 
ing the possibility of its work with 
delinquents being hampered, asked 
for a concrete ruling to govern fu- 
ture cases should the arise.

AMERICA, Antarctla, 


March 28—(AP)—(Via Mackay Ra- 
dio)—Rear 
Admiral 
Richard E. 


Byrd put the final touches todoy 
on a little shack where he will spent 
eight months with a battery of ther- 
mometers for company. 
It's all in the name of science. 
Alone in this tiny portable house 
at a winter advance base 123 miles 
south of Little Ameria. he plans to 
study 
Antarctic 
meteorological 
phenomena until the end of Oc- 
tober. 


There will be perils aplenty. In- 
tense cold. 
Depression darkness. 
Sudden storms. Yet, said Byrd as 
he departed by plane: 
"I hope no one will make any- 
thing of what I am about to do. 
I am making no sacrifice of any 
kind." 
He urged the 55 men at Little 
America not to become concerned 
should his radio fail. After all, he 
smiled, ''I am not a radio opera- 
tor, so the radio will probably fail." 
Poulter In Command. 
In his absence, the men at Lit- 
tle America will be under command 
of Dr. Thomas C. Poulter. senior 
scientist and second in command. 
Soon, with the house sunk below 
the snow surface, snow will have 
covered all but the wireless antenna, 
the spinning anemometer cups and 
the silver weather vane. 
In this 
world's 
southernmost 
meteorologial station. Admiral Byrd 
plans to keep a complete record of 
polar weather. 


Food and fuel tunnels will con- 
nect with the single door in the 
shack, leading to supplies for the 
long stay.

blow dealt the veto yesterday by a 
runaway house that mingled cheers 
and jeers with its votes, both senate 
"actions were hopeful.

Burke voted to sustain 
he veto. 
With a two-thirds 
majority re- 
o,uired to repass the measure over 
the veto, administration forces need- 
ed only 33 senate votes to uphold 
the executive. 


Vote to Adjourn. 


On a roll call late yesterday the 
administration mustered 48 for an 
adjournment to prevent action on 
the veto message immediately after 
it was received from the house. 
Senator Robinson, the 
majority 


leader, conceded some of tnose 
favoring putting off the decision 
until today would vote to override 
the president. 


He figured the vote represented 
a desire for more orderly procedure. 
Thirty-four senators voted against 
the adjournment, which was fought 
by Senators Clark, democrat, Mis- 
souri, and Long, democrat, Louisi- 
ana. 


Clark charged Robinson wanted 
time to "reform his lines over- 
night," but the democratic leader 
later predicted to 
newspapermen 
that not a vote would be changed 
by the delay. Nevertheless, Ameri- 
can Legion and other representa- 
tives were active overnight in a 
search for ballots. 
Two hundred and nine democrats 
joined 97 republicans and 
four 
farmer-labor members in voting in 
the house to override the veto. Of 
the president's 72 supporters, 70 
were democrats and two repub- 
licans. 
"This is the worst trimming any 
president ever received 
at 
the 
hands of the house," said Repre- 
sentative Snell of New Tfork, re- 
publican leader.

And al- 
though the letter had nothing to 
do with it, the president's re-em- 
ployment program did and the lit- 
tle girl had the right idea. 
Now the brother may be able to 
pick up his music again and the 
family can pick up its life with ail 
the things it needed before. At any 
rate, President Roosevelt seems to 
have made four staunch friends. 
The girl's letter follows:

PRESIDENT ROOSEVELT,

WASHINGTON, D. C. 
Dear President: 
I have often wished to write you a let- 


ter, but always thought that 
conditions 


•would get better. But the; 
seem to get 
worser and I would so much like to help 
my parents in some way to remove the 
constant worries of their minds 
which 
grow deeper day by day. 
Perhaps you 


won't even open nor read my letter, be- 
cause you are confronted with many more 
important matters ot the world. 
Still I 
have hopes that you will send me a reply. 
Last winter my father had hardly no 
work. 
If I recall correctly he worked 
about a week or so. Then in the summer 
a little rmre work came but now it is 
the same old story "No work." I can tell 
by the face expressions of mother and 
father that they see only darkness—no 
light ahead. But still they hope that God 
will bring something. Mother has grown 
old during the last two years and her hair 
has begui to turn gray. The same with 
daddy. 
Many an evening, when 
I am 
studying, mother begins to cry and I can- 
not comfort her in any way. When daddy 
gets a chance to work, his weekly wages 
amount to not more than fifteen dollars 
and I don't 
see how mother and daddy 
manage to pay all the 
expenses, since 
there aie taxct. vater. light food end all 
the rest of the necessities of life for four 
of us. Papa goes for relief, but anyhow he 
must pay lor other things. We have a nice 
home but everything seems so lonely and 
unhappy, because it needs many things to 
make it cheerful. But one thing is sure- 
It is clean. We have not paii the church 
for two years now, so I don't know what 
will happen. In 1931. when the hard times 
came, my brother, advanced on the violin. 
had to quit taking lessons. So now he 
has forgotten quite a bit and 1! he would 
want to catch up on what he lost, it would 
take many a month. He is now in his 
latt year at high school and I doubt 
whether he will be able to attend univer- 
sity next fall as he had planned. Since 
cuddy <an not give him money for any- 
thing whatsoever, he works :n a mill near 
here waecever he can after school for 
a few cents a week. I also quit ray music 
but am. hoping for the time to come soor 
when both of us will be able to go ahead 
in it again. 
Therefore dear president. I would like 


to know whether or not you could provide 
daddy, a cabinet maker, a r-tcady job so 
that my brother could go on with his 
studying and some of the worries of my 
parents would be removed. I would than) 
you from the bottom of my heart. And I 
wlU try hard to pay everything back as 
soon as I hare t, position. I am only 
thirteen, but am In the tenth grade. M! 
last grades were all excellent. I know : 
shouldn't brag of myself that way. but : 
want to show you that I work hard so thai 
I may be a help to my parents soon ant 
that I 7111. if I possibly can. do that which 
I wrote a few moments ago.

As a result, every person in Lin- 
coln owning such property who re- 
ports it to the assessor will be com- 
pelled to pay this year, under the 
1933 tax levies, approximately four 
times as much tax as in previous 
years. The combined tax rate for 
this city is 31.09 mills. 
The natural effect of such an 
outrageous burden laid upon one 
class of property is likely to be that 
many owners will omit it from their 
returns to the assessor. In a great 
number of cases, the new tax of 
over 3 per cent will exceed the en- 
tire income, U any, which the owner 
derives from his property. 
On BUU Receivable. 
Merchants, manufacturers, ane 
business establishments in almost 
every line of trade are liable lor the 
fourfold tax on their bills receiv- 
able. For extending credit to theii 
customers they are to be penauzec 
to the extent of 500 per cent as 
compared with what they would 
Have to pay if they enforced col- 
lection of every account before 
April 1 and had the money on hand 
as of that date. 
In every community of the state 
toe increased tribute taken from 
taxpayers will depend on the rates 
of taxation locally. At some places 
It will be less than in Lincoln; in 
others, more. This city is probably 
a fair average for all municipalities 
of Nebraska, having a population of 
2500 or over.

Gambling Device. 


ST. LOUIS, March 28—(AP) — 
The United States Circuit Court ot 
Appeals, in a case appealed from 
Falls City, Neb., has ruled vending 
machines of the Mills Novelty com- 
pany are not gambling devices. 


The court affirmed a decision of 
a United States District court m 
Nebraska, which enjoined Sheriff 
Lewis W. Davis of Richardson 
county and Chief of Police Judd 
Ankrom of Falls City from confis- 
cating the machines The injunc- 
tion, asked by the company was 
appealed by the officers. The court 
ruled the machines are for the pur- 
pose of vending mints and cannot 
be used for gambling. 


Not Binding Here. 


Attorney General Good said a de- 
cision of the Federal Circuit Court 
of Appeals ruling a type of Falls 
City vending machine not a gam- 
bling device "is not in any sense 
binding" in this state. The attorney 
general's office was not involved in 
the case on which the circuit court 
ruled, but it is seeking an injunc- 
tion in the state District court at 
Falls City to stop use of vending 
machines it contends are gambling 
devices. Good said there is "very 
little, if any" difference between 
the Mills Novelty company ma- 
chines involved in the St. Louis de- 
cision and those the state is seeking 
to ban. 
He explained that if Nebraska's 
state courts hold the machines are 
gambling devices under Nebraska's 
constitution and laws, then the fed- 
eral court will be required to re- 
verse its position. 
"The federal courts," he said, "in 
interpreting state laws must follow 
the state courts except as the state 
laws may be in conflict with the 
federal constitution and that ques- 
tion isri't an issue in these cases " 
The attorney general now has a 
temporary injunction at Falls City 
against

ring use of vending machines which 
it is charged have a chance ele- 
ment. The case has been argued 
and a final decree is being awaited.

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OVERRIDING ROOSEVELT'S 


VETO. 


factors involved in the action of the lower 


house of congress in overriding the first im- 


portant veto by President Roosevelt deserve care- 
ful enumeration and study. The veto was inspired 
not because of any lack of sympathy with the cause 
of the veterans but through concern for the sta- 
bility and credit of the American government. Mr. 
Roosevelt assumed charge of the affairs of a na- 
tion which for two and a half years previously an- 
nually had been spending hundreds of millions of 
dollars more than it collected, with a resulting defi- 
cit of approximately 2% billion dollars. His first duty 
demanded he balance the budget if the credit of the 
government and the soundness of Its own securities 
•were not to be imperiled. ' 


Beyond that, he was confronted with the problem 


of a nation in the tight grip of a frightful business 
depression, near collapse, with enormous demands 
for spending in order to provide for the urgent re- 
quirements of relief of people, many millions of them, 
without Shelter, without food, without the barest ne- 
cessities of life. 


Those were the circumstances under which the 


original economy act was passed by the special ses- 
sion of congress less than a year ago. Since then, 
there has been noticeable improvement, thanks to 
the vigor and courage with which Mr. Eoosevelt at- 
tacked the nation's problems. The old fear exists no 
longer. The old lack of confidence has been replaced 
with a new faith. The American people no longer 
are filled with the same spirit of hopelessness and 
futility, of anxiety and apprehension which prevailed 
when Mr. Roosevelt took office. It was natural that 
with returning hope, and revived spirits, the problem 
of veterans' compensation would reappear once again. 
And, under pressure of a strong and persistent lobby, 
with elections but a few months away, with scores 
of members of congress coming up for vote, the low- 
er house adopted the bill which provided 228 mil- 
lions more than the Roosevelt budget allows for war 
veterans and for government employes. 


In fairness, it will be recognized there are thou- 


sands of cases of a meritorious character where the 
economy act, of necessity drawn along broad lines 
to meet a specific emergency, worked hardship and 
Injustice. To avoid just such ; situation and at the 
same time to reach those instances 
where abuses 


crept in, as the president points out. he caused to be 
created boards of review where individual cases 
might be reviewed. It will be recognized that Mr. 
Roosevelt's position is not a pleasant one. His first 
desire Is to be fair and to be of service to his coun- 
trymen. 
It is a stern duty which is imposed upon 


him, but if he is 
to save his people from grave 


troubles, he must balance the budget. That is a 
paramount policy, upon the success of which depends 
either success or failure of his entire administration, 
but In an even larger sense, the recovery program 
and the future of the United States. There is no 
fine distinction to be drawn between government and 
the Individual. The former cannot continue reckless, 
prodigal spending, the pouring out of millions more 
than it takes in, without some, day being confronted 
with national bankruptcy. There is no magic upon 
which government may draw to enable it to spend 
vastly more than its revenues, any more than an in- 
dividual may hope to do so. 


Mr. Roosevelt very properly objects to a congres- 


sional attitude which legalizes an additional 228 'mil- 
lion dollars for war veterans and government em- 
ployes and yet fails to make provision for the col- 
lection of the added revenue in the form of addi- 
tional taxes. 


What Is needed most urgently by all groups with 


varying interests at this time is a calm, dispassion- 
ate inventory of America's proper course. We are 
not out of the woods completely yet. Pull recovery

Any system thus pil- 
lared on a great doubt and a great 
fear will not satisfy the demands 
men make for guidance. 


He never worked out this argu- 
ment to its logical conclusions nor 
showed any consideration for their 
consequences if applied.

pleaded in extenuation of his vio- 
lence and rage. He left his books 
mere fragments, yet in them he 
claimed to be the "Antichrist." His 
;deal was a new aristocacry of sup- 
ideal was a new aristocracy of sup- 
ermen. It is a dream of which we 
are now disenchanted. But it is 
still peculiarly seductive to those 
who rebel against a world governed 
majorities. He raised a howl of 
horror against the inevitable conse- 
quences of 'equal rights for all men' 
Because the doctrine seemed to him 
hamstring real leaders and to de- 
stroy the chances of society's eleva- 
tion to a higher and more effective 
jlane. After suffering severe mental 
disorders he died a madman.

Fuel 
foods, which include starch sugar 
and fats, are as valuable for replac- 
ing energy as meat itself.

—Establishment of training tables 
for athletes in the Big Six and Mis- 
souri Valley conferences is advocat- 
ed by John C Grover of Kansas 
City, president of the Missouri Val- 
ley A A. U. and veteran football 
and track official 
In a letter to Chester L. Brewer, 
seretary of the Big Six conference, 
and 
A. 
E. 
Eilers, 
secretary 


of the Missouri Valley conference, 
the Kansas City attorney expresses 
the hope the two organizations "will 
take a suggested step which, as is 
true m all controversial subjects, 
has two sides, but which is a step 
for the welfare of the boys." 
Grover suggests that operation of 


the training tables be paid from the 
receipts of athletic activities. 


Citing, as an example of the need 


of training tables to insure athletes 
suitable nourishment, the case of a 
football player, who. through lack 
of funds, was forced to play an en- 
tire season on only one meal a day, 
Grover declared: 
Merely One of Hundreds. 
"This is only one example. Each 


member of your conference knows 
from experience literally hundreds. 
"We all believe that if a boy is 
attending school primarily for an 
education and giving of his time to 
a sport for the honor and finan- 
cial gain of the educational institu- 
tion he represents, that certainly 
from the funds that these athletes 
bring to the 
institution enough 


could be set aside to insure to him 
good, wholesome food, so that he

It was mutually agreed by all 


parties, the court finds, that papers 
in the transactions were to be held 
in escrow by Barney and not to be 
given to Gillan until the permis- 
sion of the Walters was given. 
Barney is found to have almost 
immediately delivered the lease to 
Gillan, who is found to have caused 
the assignment to be recorded in 
the 
office 
of Commissioner of 


Lands Harry P. Conklin. By the 
recording of this assignment, Conk- 
lin was induced to give Gillan a 
new lease on the school land for 
25 years, the decree states. 


Orders Payment. 


. For the new lease, Gillan paid 
the state $501.10 and 
gave his 


promissory note for $1,011.20. Judge 
Chappell grants the Walters 60 
days in which to pay Gillan trie 
$501.10 he paid the state and to 
give the state their note for the 
same amount as the note which 
Gillan gave. If the Walters do this, 
Gillan Is ordered to assign to the 
Walters all interest he claims in 
the new lease or in the land. 


Conklin is directed, if the Wal- 
ters carry out their requirements, 
to accept the note of the Walters 
in lieu of the Gillan note and to 
cancel Gillan's note. Conklin is 
then directed to transfer the new 
lease on his records from Gillan to 
Walters. 


If the Walters do the things re- 
quired of them and Gillan fails, 
the Walters are given judgment for 
$2,500 against the defendants in 
lieu of any right in the new lease.

speedboat, the Miss America X, de- 
velops 
6800 horsepower at 
top 
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speed in her motors. A 300-ton 
locomotive, such as is used on 
extra-fare passenger trains speeding 
between New York and Chicago. 
running at average speed, develops 
Just about a third as much power. 
Three such locomotives coupled to- 
gether would measure just a few 
feet shorter than a football field. 
Gar Wood's boat is 40 feet long. 
The motors in Miss America X 
are as powerful at top speed as all 
the motors put together on half a 
dozen of the new bi-motored trans- 
port airplanes which carry 10 pas- 
sengers and a crew of three through 
the air at 180 miles an hour. 
Ninety-nine people can ride through 
ihe air nearly 200 miles an hour on 
as much power as it takes to drive 
Gar Wood and his crrw of one 
through the water at 13) miles an 
hoiir. 


The Wood speedboat is pouered 
by a bank of roar 12-cylinder mo- 
tors taming 2.600 revolutions per 
minute. That means that the cyl- 
inders fire at the rate of 62.000 
times a minute. In 16 minutes ttme 
a million explosions take place in 
the motors.

Sommander Doyk, New Navigator 
For The U.S.S. Oklahoma, Tells 
Story Of Historic Submarine Feat 


This la a story of the sea. 
It Is the story told by Command- 


er T. J. Doyle, USN, a former Lin- 
coln bov about when he skippered 
a submarine farther down towards 
Davey Jones' locker than any other 
man ever did and brought her back 
up without springing 
a plate or 
shipping a drop of water. Com- 
mander Doyle is spending a week 
in Lincoln with his mother, Mrs. T. 
J. Doyle, 2720 Manse avenue on his 
way to hi? new berth as navigator 
of the U S S. Oklahoma, a battle- 
ship of the Pacific fleet. 
The sub was the Nautilus, one of 
the new V type boats. She went 
down the ways at Mare Island, Cal. 
in 1931 and a few months later slid 
out of the navy yard at Portsmouth. 
N H. on a test cruise that made 
submarine history. She Is 376 feet 
long and has a beam of 33 feet. Her 
crew was 8 officers and 80 men, a 
picked crew 


Make Dive. 
Twenty miles out 
Commander 
Doyle gave the command, "rig the 
ship for diving " Every man sprang 
to his station, alert and ready for 
instant action for on a submarine 
the slightest slip means disaster. 
For instance, at the instant the 
ship submerges the diesel motors 
that drive her on the surface are 
cut out and electric motors cut in. 
If the diesels were to turn over just 
once while the ship was diving, the 
tremendous suction caused by the 
air intake of one cylinder would 
pull a man's eyeballs out. Com- 
mander Doyle said Hatches were 
battened down and the air klaxon 
sounded the command to dive. Mo- 
tors were switched and the valves to 
the ballast tanks opened. In 25 sec- 
ond the ship took 1,000 tons of 
•water into those tanks and bouy- 
ancy was destroyed. In 35 seconds 
more it had submerged. 
Commander Doyle ordered her 


down to 150 feet And then in de- 
creasing stages slipped the boat to 
325 feet. "I remembered that the 
sister ship to the Nautilus had 
gone down lo 330 feet and I gave 
the order to go to 336 feet. At 
that depth the hull was sustaining 
a pressure of 145 pounds per square 
inch. It is comparable to the pres- 
sure that four 30,000 ton battleships 
would create if they were set on 
top of the sub. As the pressure in- 
creases on a submarine's plates 
they slide on their rivets and every 
tune they move it sounds like the 
blast of a canrltm. There was a de- 
pression of the plates all nght but 
when we reached the surface we 
found not a single one sprung/' 
Commander Doyle explained. 
Order "To Rise." 
When the ship reached its 336 


foot depth the word was trans- 
mitted up to the tending tug on 
the surface, and the order given to 
rise. Powerful pumps forced the 
water back out of the ballast tanks 
and in a few minutes the Nautilus 
was awash again. She had gone

down farther than any submarine 
ever has and had her skipper and 
crew live to tell about it. 
On the waiitng tug newspaper 
men clamored for interviews. At 
the dock at Portsmouth movie 
sound cameras ground away and 
Comander Doyle was asked to make 
a speech. 
Newspapers had big 
black banners on their front pages 
but 
Commander Doyle 
slipped 
away. He had passed the word to 
his crew that they were not to 
boast about the feat. "Of course," 
he said, "I told them 'if anyone 
says anything about how deep 
they've been in a sub, you tell them 
you've been deeper" 


And this modesty in Commander 
Doyle seems to be typical of the 
men who skipper Uncle Sam's 
fighting ships. The commander is 
tall and as straight as the pen- 
scope on his boat. And there's an 
air of the sea about him that even 
a landlubber can notice.
